POSTAGE 


In May 1840 the first adhesive 
postage stamp was used in Bri- 
tain. It was called the «Penny Black» 
and portrayed Queen Victoria. Af- 
ter its introduction, no letter could 
be sent without one. 


















This new way of sending letters had been invent- 
ed by the Scottish printer, James Chalmers. It was 
subsequently perfected and officially approved by 
Parliament. Within just a few years the system was 


adopted by several major countries round the. 
world. 






















Stamped post cards called «il Cavalli- 
no», (the little horse), were formerly 
used in Sicily (Italy). 


7) After the Plague that ravaged Europe in the 
XVIth century, a special method was 
adopted to disinfect letters. They were 
placed in an open barrel, after being 
Pierced with spiked tongs, and smoked. 















vered by messangers on foot or on horse- 
back. They often had to travel very far to 
deliver their messages. They were the fore- 
fathers of our modern postmen. 
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The fore-runners of our modern lifts were 
the elevator-hoists used in pits to brings up 
the miners and the material they had dug 
out. 


In 1852 an American called Otis invented 
a goods-lift in which cables, which were not 
very safe, were replaced by runners. 


This system was gradually perfected. Then, 
hydraulic goods-lifts were introduced, and 
in New York in 1857 Otis installed the first 
lift to be used by people instead of goods. 


In 1889 the Otis Company produced the 
first electric lift. Runners were used, with 
cables to elevate the lift. The runners were 
subsequently replaced by a system of 
counterweights that is still used in lifts 
today.
